Under llie above title I bare con- 
ducted, during the recent weeks, wltb 
the aid of a number of Headquartere' 
officers, n novel demonstration, wblcb 
has been successful In every place 
where we produced It. Having re- 
ceived requests from different otflcers 
to give information as to the details 
of the meeting, I have thought It to be 
serving their interest beat by publish- 
ing the manner of proceedings In the 
War Cry. 

The advantage of "Uvlng Shadows" 
is, that it can be arranged with little 
tipense. The first requisite Is a targe 
white sheet, similar to the kind used 
for magic lantern services. This sheet 
should be put up at least ten feet from 
tbe ijack of the platform, or a greater 
distance where that is possible, and it 
should be high enough from the floor 
to allow those sitting farthest from tUo 
platform to see the lowest part of tLo 
sheet; this is important. Where the 
platform ttself Is too low. It should "be 
raised to the height of at least three 
feet from the floor of the barracks, aud 
e'ttend across the full width of the 
sheet. Where the hall ts wide some 
liddltiouQl draplug should be put up at 
each aide of the sheet, so that th« 
.andieuce oauaot see beyond the sheet. 
.\u ordinary liedsheet on each side will 
generally answer the purpose. 

Secondly, you want a bos, say flf- 
ii'cu liiclu's Bijunrc, or as near to thai 
iiie:isiire as possible: it is not ot ail 
iiL'ti'.'jpoiy to be exactly that measure- 
meut. This bo.\ should hove a sililtng 
front, a hole in the ceiitre of the top 
about two Inthe.s iu diameter, and a 
few BDiall Iioles iu the back near the 
boltoin. where they wiil leak tbL> luasl 
llglii. Into this bos you set a low 
<-oai oil lamp— one with a Hocliester 
lOHiid burner is to be preferred— the 
ilnme slioiild be exactly under thf 
licle In (he top. When using this lan- 
tern lio.>:, ]>lace it about three feci 
above tlie lowest part of the sheet (be- 
liliid ilie :i)ieel, not In front, iis In 
case of a magle lantern) and as far 
froiu the siioct as you can. Kemembcr 
the b(i.\- must m.t be pliiLed lilj;hei- 
than uieutioned if you want to get 
t'oud resulTS. The sliding front, or 
cinirse. cimceals the llfht until thi- 
signal Is given, when it is r.ilsed quifk- 
Ivi aud n'lnliiuB there until eaoh scene 
is over, when it is (itilcbly drop- 
ped. Signals for raising fliid droppln;; 
tlie sliding door of the ho.\ should bi- 
(.'ivrii bv a table bell wlileli tin- speaker- 
has on ills mtle table. 

The |)L>i's<iiis who represent the char- 
acters of the scene inti-si always keep 
as close to the sheet as possible, nud 
sliimUl never be more than a foot from 
lis surface. Also be careful (hnl the 
li^-ht ilirowii from the lantern boi 
iijioii the sheet is stjuare aud docs not 
go bcvonii the .sheet ou eltlier side or 
the top. This eau easily be avoided 
liv inakiijg llic slide narrower if ueces* 
s/ir.r iiiid not dnnviiig it out to llic 
riili extent. A lUtle previous practice 
will siifc'gcsl the best arrangements. 

The idea of llie meeting is, that the 
aiiiiU'tiec sees only the sheet and the 
slmdows tlirowii upon it by the things 
aud jHTsous standing and moving' 
ilose behind it, the light giving a shurj) 
:iiid cicailv detliied shadow, if ih- 
dlrccilons given are followed. If the 
olOccts ivljlcli throw the shadows arc 
UeiH too far fi-oni the slieet tiie shadow 
will Ijc etdarged aud become less dis- 
tinct. 

Ill one scene we speak of "a geutle- 
iiiau lighllng a cigar"; this should not 
be a real cigar, of course, but a jiiece 
(if paper rolled u|) to hnve the shape 
of a cigar will do. Hemembcr that iu 
all scenes It Is only desirable that tlie 
shadow should resemble certniu things 
wujcii ill rcuiil.v tsny l>e quite iue.v- 
pentlve. I-'or instance, in Scene III, 
of the 1st set, the safe wlilcli Is blown 
out can lie made of cardboard, etc. 

After the iisunl prellmluHrles have 
been gone through, all lights arc turn- 
ed out and the speaker takes his stand 
in front and a little to one side of the 
sheet. BO tliat his llgure shall not Inter- 
cept the view of any pcrsou in tlie 
audience. On n little table lie will 
place this War Cry, or a wriitcu jiro- 
gram and o. little reading lantern la 
bic.rele lamp will do) to throw sufii- 
elent light upon the reading, but none 
Into (lie room or the sheet. 



It iB ImposBihle to give the detailed 
test tor all the different scenes, the 
speaker should supply sueli by 
carefully following the scenes 
on the sheet. Eing tlie bell 
for the light to be shown, ami 
agalu ring the hell tor shutting off the 
.scene.

Jjiid 
preceded liini into rlic 15nst. Frnncis 
wag led into Egypt by (he fame of the 
crusade, and liy the hope of tlieir elFect- 
iiig some greiit t'oa version. The day 
preceding tlic lust batde, he lind a niir- 
iiciiioiia preseiiliiiieiit of the dc'foiit of the 
Christiana, and imparted his prediction 
to the lenderH of the iiriny, who heard 
liiin witli indilTeri'ni'C. DlBsallHfieil with 
the eruHBderH, and devoured by tlic zcnl 
of a nijsHion from God, he then eoacelved 
tho iirojrct of eeeiiriiiB the trliimpli of 
the faith by hia eloqiieiice and the iinns 
of the OoHpol alone. Ho dlicelcd his 
courHe towards the cuomy's cainp, put 



himselt in ihe way of lieiiig taken prison- 
er by the Saracen soldiers, and was von- 
diictcd into Ihe piosente of the Sulfiiu.

Fifteen Years a Soldier.
